Immigration Grants Voted 


Public meetings of all the Jewish municipalities, 
Communities, and local councils in Palesune wer< 
held last week to carry out the Vaad Leumi's 
decision on the first stage of the Yishuv's non-co- 
operation plan, reports Palcor. Grants totalling 
£P 100.000 to assest Jewish mmmuigrauon, wrespoctive 
of the White Paper restricuons, which are not recog- 
nised by the Yishuv and world Jewry, were decided 
upon at the meetings. 

Ihe Tel-Aviv municipality decided to impose a 
special tax for promoting immigration amounting 
to one per cent of rent paid. As a first instalment; 
£25,000 was allocated for the next six months 

The Haifa Jewish Community allotted £8,000 as 
a first contribution. and the municipalities and local 
councils of Nathanya, Petach Tikva, HMedera, and 
the settlements in the Emek Chefer, together con- 
tributed £5. 000 

The Executive of the Vaad Leumi voted £30,000 
and smaller contributions were announced by 
numerous settlements throughout the country 

The Chief Secretary of the Palestine 
Government, Mr. Robert Scott, wrote to the Vaad 
Leumi asking for clarification of the resolution 
concerning. this allocation, and pointung out that 
the Palestine Government might be led immediately 
to reconsider the problem of Councils’ and Munict- 
nalities’ moneys, Government grants-in-aid, and 
representation on local councils 

In Vaad Leumi circles the letter was interpreted 
as a Government threat to dissolve local councils 
and veto expenditure of any moneys if they voted 
an allocation for promoting unauthorised immi- 
gravion, 

In reply to Mr. Scott's letter, the Vaad Leumi 
explained on Sunday that their resolution to dis- 
ontinue participation mn the work of Government

Committees resulted from circumstances created 
by the Governments acts of aggression agarmst 
Jewish settlements, the large-scale searches of 
various localities. and the. arrest of thousands of 
lews, especially of the Chairman of the Vaad 


Leumi and. of members: of the 
I 

Those acts were still continuing, the Vaad Leum: 
pointed out, and were making 1 participation of 
Jewrsh. members in the work of Government com- 
mitiees mmpossible. The allocation of a sum ofl 
£100.000 was the Yishuv’s immediate reaction 
acainst immigration restrictions under the White 
Paper, as the Yishuv maintained that immigration 
by all means was a right and not a privilege and 
considered the White Paper as an ilicgal document. 
The Yishuv identified itself with mmmigration and 
gave expression to this through financial aid. 

Ibe fetter further stated that the Jewish mem- 
ers of Government committees had not resigned 
ut were merely retraining from alicending meetings. 
hey would, however, continue to participate in 
the work on behalf of discharged soldiers and in 
the curus committecs

POLICE FLOUT COURT 


Girl Discharged by Judge Taken 
Back to Gaol 


[From our Correspondent—JeRUSALEM] 


Ruth Cohen, 174, of Tel-Aviv, was arrested on 
April 10 this year while distributing illegal m- 
phiets. On September 9, exactly five months later, 
she was brought before the Jerusalem District 
Court to answer two charges of possessing sedi- 
tious documents and two charges of attempting to 
She pleaded guilty to two 
charges. 

Her counsel sal that the girl, a student, had 
been given the leaflets by some young persons who 
escaped when challenged by the police and she was 
left “ holding the bag.” She had tried to escape 


custody—the only charges which she acknowledged 
—because of her unwillingness to discredit her 
family. 


Counsel added that even if she were acquitted by 
the Court. there was no guaraniece of her release. 
He pointed out that she had been held in detention 
for five months before charges were preferred, and 
suggested this was sufhcient punishment. 

Ibe Acting President of the Court, Judge Lionel! 
Orr, made the point that it was unfair for the police 
to challenge a Court decision where it did not suit 
its book. He said: “ The Prosecution and the 
police authorities must make up ther minds 
whether they wish to detain a person admnistra- 
tively—in which case there should be no posal 
tion on a charge ‘betore a Court of Law-—or 
whether they will bring the matter before a Court 
of Law, wm which case they should abide by the 
decision of the Court, and there should ‘be no 
detention additional to the Court's judgment. on 
the offence.” 


His Honour added that the police authorities 
should prosecute a person immediately on arrest 
and not impose long admimustrative detention 


before bringing the case before a Court of Law 
He declined to convict even on the charges to 


which the accused pleaded guilty, and ordered 
Cohen to be placed in the care of the Tel-Aviv 
probation officer for a year, to live with her 


parents, and to abstain from ‘visiting Jerusalem. 

Despite the order of the Court, the girl was taken 
back under strong guard to the Bethlehem women’s 
prison and there detained. . Justice wears no bind: 
fold in the Holy Land these days!

Siatisucs of crimjnal cases decided by the Courts 
of Palestine, and published in a senes. of tables 
by the Government Department of Statistics at 
Jerusalem, provide a most instructive insight into 
the types of crime commonly committed in the 
the country and the communal identity of then 
perpetrators 

Ihe Court of Criminal Assize tried 49 cases of 
murder mvolving 99 persons charged during the 
whole of 1945.. Twenty-three men were convicted 
(seven were sentenced to death and 16 to imprison- 
ment), and of these 20 were Moslems and three 
were Christians 

Duying the same year: the Drstrict Courts tnmed 
just under 1,500 cases involving 2,462 persons. Of 
1.374 persons convicted, 1,146 were Moslems, 159 
Jews, and 69 Christians. All 59 persons convicted 


of attempted murder were Mosiems. Of $1 per- 
sons convicted and sentenced {oi manslaughter, 
‘76 were Moslems, four were Christians, and one 


was a Jew. 

Fifty-five Jews were convicted and sentenced for 
offences against property, including 20. for house- 
breaking (for which crime 109 Moslems and 11 
Christians. were. also’ convicted) and 14. for break- 
ing into buildings with inteht to commit felony 
Under “miscellaneous offences,’ 286 Moslems. 
88 Jews, and 14 Christians were convicted and 
sentenced. These included 168 Moslems, 73 Jews. 
and five Christians for unspecified oflences under 
the Emergency Regulations 

There 18.a common theory that only Jews carry 
arms for unlawful purposes in Palestine. Court 
records show, however, that of 136 -persons charged 
and 103 convicted under the Firearms Ordinance 
before. the District Courts, 96 were Moslems, four 
were Jews, and three were Christians. On similar 
charges before the Magistrates’ Courts all last year, 
233 Moslems, 10 Jews, and 20 Christians were con- 
victed and sentenced. No statistics were available 
for the Military Courts 

in the Supreme Court, convictions were confirmed 
of tive.

1,500 JEWS STILL DETAINED 


[From our 

Figures issued this week disclose that over 1,200 
persons, including 73 women, remain detained with- 
out trial or without even any indication being given 
on what charge they are held at the various Palestine 
carmps, whilst more than 300 languish in administra- 
tive detention Eritrea. 

The authorities have promised to speed up the 
rate of releases on the eve of Rosh Hashana, and a 
spokesman, quoted by the Tel-Aviv . newspaper 
Hapoxer, admitted that the Government were aware 
that many mnocent persons were among those 
picked up and held, but that « was an. inevitable 
corollary of the situation, 

Mr. Max Seligman, the Tel-Aviv lawyer, left by 
air on Monday morning for Eritrea to visit the 
Patestiman Jewish detainees there, and ascertain 
their legal needs. Mr. Seligman has been empowered 
by many relatives of the detainees to undertake this 
muission.. He will .be the first Jewish civilian from 
Palestine to see the deported detainees since Chicf 
Rabbi Dr. Isaac Herzog’s visit last March. 


It was officially announced last Friday night that 
44 men and four women were released from the 
Latrun camp that afternoon. None of the Jewish 
leaders Was among them.

ANTI-SEMITISM IN PALESTINE 
Danger of Anglophobia 


[From our 


There is little doubt left even in the minds of 
senior Army officers that militant anti-Semitism 
is rife among the commussioned and other ranks of 
the British Forces in Palestine. But there is. this 
peculiar psychological reaction among the Jews 
agaist whom this virulent racial hatred is directed 
while in other countries they would swallow th: 
natural human resentment and endure the 
indignities; Or active discrimination engendered 
anti-Semitism, the tendency in Palestine is 
back, and a deep-seated Anglophobia has 
especially among youth and juveniles. 

Several more cases of deliberate assa 
troops upon’ Jewish civilians have been rep 
in. the press lately. In. Jerusalem, five 
soidiers (all troops go around armed by head 
guarters order, even when off duty) attacked 
Jewish girls, one a hospital nurse, going hom:

PALESTINE MARITIME 
LEAGUE 


Encouraging Jewish Seafarers 


Some interesting details concerning the Palestine 
Maritime League—betiter known by its Hebrew 
name, Chevel Yami Leyisracl—have been given to a 
JewisH CHRONICLE representative by Mr. Menahem 
Rivlin, the General Secretary of the League. in the 
eourse of an interview. Mr. Rivlin ts on a visil 
to this country in order to revive the branch of the 
League which existed here before the wat 

The aims of the League, sani Mr. Rivlin. were 
to promote sea-mindedness among the people of 
the Yishuv and the Jews all over the world: to 
sponsor various maritime enterprises in Palestine: 
and to train Jewish youth for a future nautical 
career in those enterprises 

He made it clear that it was a non-political and 
non-party movement. The League was established 
in Palestine in 1937, where it had a membership 
of 22,000. There was also a strong branch in South 
Africa consisting of 5.000 as well as an 
active nucieus in America and various other 


“One of the maim problems with which we are 
now faced in Palestine,” he said, “ is to increase the 
absorptive capacity of the couftry, Unfortunately 
the great possibilities which the maritime economy 
of the country offer us in this respect have been 
overlooked by the Yishuv.’ 

Mr. Rivlin said that according to a conservative 
estimate, about 7,000 familics could be absorbed 
within the next few years in the shipping, fishing 
boat-building. and harbour industries of Palestine 
which also offered very good prospects for the 
development of local shipping. The foreign trade 
of the country was mainly sea-borne, and in 1938 
that trade amounted to one and a quarter million 
tons, apart from two million tons of crude oil in 
transii This sea-borne trade, mainly Jewish, was 
carried by 1,971 vessels 


Few Palestinian Ships 


These vessels. he said, belonged to 26 nations and 
had a tonnage of 5,000,000. Only four per cent 
of the ships were Palestinian. The Yishuv spent 
about two and a half million pounds every year on 
fares and frei 2ht on foreign shipping + only a 
small percentage of that enormous cargo and pas- 
senger traffic had been carried by Jewish ships. very 
large sums of money would have remained in the 
country, enriching the. country’s economy. and 
providing a large amount of employment 

Discussing the League's achievements, Mr. Rivlin 
said that the main ones included sponsoring, in 
conjunction with the maritime department of the 
Jewish Agency, a national shipping company “Zim” 
which, as reported in THe JewisH CHRONICLE, was 
established recently, and would begin its activities 
in the very near future. 

The League had also established and maintained 
@ nautical school at Haifa from which scores of 
boys had graduated and were now serving in the 
Merchant Marime and in the Royal Navy. . 

Besides this. the League maintained a sailors’ 
club in Haifa and supported various youth organi- 
sations dealing with nautical training 

A few months ago the League, in confunction 
with the Agency, established. a fishing research 
Station with the object of expanding the fishing 
mdustry 

Among us other activities the League ssucs pub- 
heations which deal with various nautical subjects 
Mr. .Rivlin said that in all ws vital work, the 
League enjoyed the support of all sections of the 
population and he expressed the hope that in this 
country, too, 1 would find a responsive echo from 
all those who had the welfare of Palestine at heart

attended. The Aguda denied reports that it had 
already agreed Yo any specified plan for a Palestine 
Solution as published in the press (some of the 
Hebrew papers had declared that the Aguda had 
announced its willingness to accept the Federal 
scheme). Mr. Fishel Gelenter, a member of the 
World Executive of the Aguda, came to Jerusalem 
especially to acquaint members of the Aguda 
Executive with developments that had arisen out 
ol Aguda consultations in London and Paris. 

Jamal Hussemi and Emil Ghouri left for 
Alexandria on Saturday to consult the Muiti.

CITRUS FRUIT 
Britain Buys 6,500,000 Cases 


{From our Correspondent. —~JERUSALEM] 


In the agreement recently concluded by the joint 
Jewish-Arab delegation of the Palestine Citrus 
Marketing Committee, a Palestine Government 
hody, for the sale of 6,500,000 cases of trun to 
Great Britain during the coming ecxport season, 
the Ministry of Food contracted to pay l6s. 9d. 
per case. 

Sweden is offering £1 per case, and both Belgium 
and Holland are interested m= purchases, it 1s 
reported in Tel-Aviv Ihe Committee estimates 
that this vear's crop Will be over 10,000,000 cases. 

Almost half of the anticipated lemon crop has 
been sold to Great Britain 


A correspondent writes 

The negotiations which were recently concluded 
in London between representatives of the Ministry 
of Food and a delegation o| the Palestine citrus 
industry for the purchase of 6,500,000 cases were 
an mwmportant step towards re-establishment. of 
peace-trme trade connections belween this Country 
and Palestine Britain has always been the 
chiet customer for Jafla oranges Its latest pur- 
chase consists mainly of. Jaffas,” but also 
includes lemons and grapefrurt 

Negouauons were difficult and protracted because 
of the price Palestine growers had to demand undet 
present conditions, but they were conducted in a 
Inendly spirit of mutual understanding A repre- 
sentative ot the Colonial Office. Mr. J. M. Kusch 
(a nephew of the late Brigadier Kisch), assisted the 
Palesunians, who were the guesis of the British 
Government, and it is noteworthy that the dele- 
gates, both Jewish and Arab, praised the helpful 
attttude of the Colonial Office which sometimes 
had to mediate between them and the Ministry of 
Food. Prices were ultimately settled at a mutually 
Sauishactory level Moreover, there are prospects 
of expanding the trade, as plans are being con- 
sidered for the manufacture ‘of ‘concentrated 
orange juice which the Government proposes to 
distribute’ among school children to provide 
vitamins 

Based on the Britssh contract, further. negodtia- 
uons with other countries are m progress 
contract has already been signed with Eue for 
250,000 Cases [he delegation’ has dispersed to 
various Continental countfies, such as Scandinav®.

Palestine. was the health and beauty of the child- 
ren sand Miss MacKinnon She also relerred io 
the development of agriculture in Palestine. which 
she described as amazing 

She did not believe that any artificial political 
barrier was going to stop the*wrowth of the National 
Home. There mighi be great difficulties and draw- 
backs, and perhaps very heavy discouragement. 
But it certainly would not ‘be checked. because 
they had there the spirit, the courage, and ihe 
brains, Miss MacKinnon said 

Referring to Jewish-Arab relatiéns, she said: 

Nowhere in the country did I observe. ill-will or 
iricuion between the Jewish and the Arab popula- 
tion. On the contrary, | found co-operation.” 

Bui the educated Arabs there Was, she 
thought, distrust of the Jewish development in 
Palestine’ Among the fellahin there was no such 
distrust observable, whatever might be created. 
Certainly the tellahin of the plains were more con- 
tented and better fed, were earning higher wages 
than they had. éver earned before, and would not 
willingly engage in activity against their Jewish 
neighbours, whaiever they might do if they were 
driven to it, For the Arabs were a primitive people, 
dominated by their leading caste. She thought that 
among the. more educated Arabs there were as 
ardem nationalists as among the Jews. 

Summing up, Miss MacKinnon said they had a 
situation which might become dangerous if there 
was much political ferment. But. the political 
ferment was artificial, and would pass. What the 
ordinary Arab had experienced was an increased 
goodness of living as a result of the Jewish setile- 
ment. That was not a thing which would pass. 
_ The meeting was presided over by Miss Rosalie 
Gassman.

DR. HERZOG IN POLAND 
Rescuing the Children 


Following a visit to Poland, where he made a 
‘thorough examination of the Jewish position, Chie! 
Rabbi Dr. |. Herzog has come to the conclusion 
that there is no future for Jews there. The Chie! 
Rabbi's son told a Jewish CHRONICLE representa. 
tive recently that while the Polish Governmen: 
was doing its utmost to counter anti-Semitism and 
protect Jews, they could not provide guards fo 
every Jew in Poland. “ The germ of anti-Semitism 
has gone far too deeply into the Polish nation 
to. be eradicated in any reasonably short time, 
he said. 

The Chief Rabbi visited Poland to deal with the 
question of Jewish orphans in non-Jewish homes 
of whom there are thousands, as well as the posi 
tion of Polish Jewry generally. While there. he had 
an interview with Mr. LaGuardia, who, he says 
reached the same conclusion as to Polish 
lewry's future. Mr. LaGuardia agreed that Polish 
Jewry must come under the category of persecuted 
people, and be recognised by Unrra and othe 
imternational relief bodies as such.

Red Cross train which was taking 409 orphans to

Dr. Herzog also visited Lodz. and .met the Prime 
Minister and other heads of the Government and 
discussed with. them QueSLIOTIS regarding security 
of Jews in Poland and ther emigration to other 
countries, as well. as legisiauon to enable the 
trusteeship. of Jewish orphans to -be- transierred 
from their present non-Jewish foster-parents to the 
Jewish Community 

When passing through France, the Chief Rabb: 
saw the President of the French Republic, M 
Bidault. and placed before him the facts about the 
plight of the Jews in Eastern Europe. As a resu! 


En route to. France: the orphaned. children. on 
their way via. Czechoslovakia. 


the President placed at his disposal. $,000 transit 
visas to bring Jews for temporary stay’ 
France. li is under this scheme that the S09 
Polish children were brought out. 

Altogether. about 1,500 of these visas have been 
used. The allocation of the others will depend on 
the ability of the “ Joint’. and other Jewish 
organisations to maintain the Jews who are 
evacuated, 

In Prague, the Chief Rabbi saw the Prime 
Minister,. M. Gottwald, and discussed with him 
the position of the Polish Jewish refugees who 
passed through Czechoslovakia. é' 

The Chief Rabbi also established commiutiees 19 
other Eastern European countries for the purpose 
of taking over the care of Jewish orphans.

“TEMPORARY HOMES FOR 
JEWISH D.P.s 


U.S. Zone Arrangements 


Countries neighbouring on Germany will be 
asked Lo provide a temporary haven for displaced 
Jews during the winter mont under a plan now 
being prepared by Rabbi Philip S. Bernstein, 
Adviser on Jewish Affairs to Lt.-Gen. Joseph T. 
McNarney, American military commander in 
Rurope 

The plan is still in its carly stages, and while the 
details have not been disclosed, tt ts known that 
the Army iS interested im the plan because ut would 
reduce the number of refugees entering the 
American zone. It was stressed, however, that even 
if the plan ts adopted, it. would not change the 
American policy ol keeping the borders open. 
Furthermore, u would be only temporary, since 
olans for permanent settlement must be established 
at a higher diplomatic level! 

Recently, Lt.-Gen. McNarney and Rabb: Bern- 
stein visited Italy. where. according oO one report, 
they hope to find agreement to setile temporarily 
25,000 displaced Jews. 


Jewish Committee Recognised 


McNarney has meanwhile recognised 
the Central Commuttee of Liberated Jews as the 
official organ for the rehabilitation and welfare of 
persons who have been persecuted on racial 
grounds, within the whole American zone in 
Germany 

Ihe Committee was formed in June, 1945, in 
Munich, by Jews I:iberated from concentration 
Camps Its mar tasks concern vocational train 
ing, health weltare, legai aid and economic matters. 
Liason with the U.S. "Army is to be established 
by an officer still to be appointed. 

An order has been issued by the U.S. Army 
headquarters reaffirming the. policy of barring 
serman policemen from Jewish D.P. camps unless 
accompanied by Amercan military police. Another 
order states that no cases involving displaced Jews 
will be tned in German courts, and that A.M. 
courts will have sole jurisdiction. It also declares 
that no Jewish DP. will be kept in a German 
prison before, during, or after his trial.. A con- 
victed Jew. unlike other D.P.s, will not be sent 
back to his country of origin on completion of 
sentence 

Ihe planned transfer of 10.000 Jewish D.P.s 
from’ camps in Austria to the U.S. zone has now 
been completed. Further transfers may 
organised shortly. 


DWINDLING FLOW OF REFUGEES 
| FROM POLAND 
Many Want To Return 


The flow of Jewish refugees to Austria from 
While in the course of 
last month 30.821 Polish Jews arrived in Vienna, 
or am average of 996 daily, the total arrivals up to 
the middle of September is 13,807, which averages 
716 daily 

As these refugees cannot be accommodated in 
Vienna, they are being taken to the American zone 
of Austria, where at present about 28,000 refugces 
are concentrated. Another 5.000 are living im the 
British zone near the towns of Admont and Wolfs- 

The acute housing situation was somewhat 
relieved during August, when 20,000 refugees were 
moved to the American zone of Germany and 
another 1,000 to Belgium. At present, there is no 
of sending any further transports to 
Germany and possibilitics of sending refugees to 
the south are almost non-existent. 

(onsiderable numbers of Jews are registering 
for. repatriation, as they are despairing of . the 
possibility of reaching Palestine within any pre- 
dictable period. In Vienna alone, 200 Jews have 
already applied to be returned to Poland

POLISH JEWISH PRESS 


{From our Correspondent—Warsaw] 


One .of the many. reminders in Poland to-day of 
the errible fate that befell the Jewish inhabitants 
of the country is to be found in the shockingly 
poor state of the Jewish press. Before the war, 
there were about 200 Jewish periodicals, dathes, bi- 
weekhes, weeklies, monthlies, and annuals, in both 
Yiddish and Polish. In Warsaw alone there were 
five daihes and about 50 weeklies of various kinds. 
Lodz had 10 Jewish papers, Lublin two, Cracow 
two, and Lwow four. Even the smaller towns like 
Radom and Kielce each boasted us Jewish news- 
paper. 

Now in the whole of Poland there are not more 
than half a dozen all told. They are lying im front 
of me on my desk as | write, and.a small instenifi- 
cant lot they look. . Their. contents sadly reflect 
Jewish life in present-day Poland. 

The leading paper is the Yiddish Dus NaAyYe 
lesen (New Life), which claims to be the organ of 
Polish Jews without any party leanings. It ts pub- 
lished weekly im Lodz, and gives most of the 
important Jewish news, although, owing to com- 
munication difficulties, the paper tends to have more 
of a local than a national character. | 

Poale: Zion, Right and Left, each have their 
periodicals in Yiddish, one called UNzer Wort and 
the other Arperer ZerrunG. The “ Bund,” too, 
has started issuing its own periodical, called VOLKS 
Zerrune, of which, so far, only one number has 
appeared. The Jewish Communist Party has also 
brought out one issue, called VoLks-STIMME, in 
Yiddish. A sixth Jewish paper here ts Yicuup, a 
fortnightly issued by democratic groups. Mostly 
Yiddish, it occasionally a appears in Polish.

BRITISH GUIANA FOR

ROSH HASHANA 


SO sublirne and universalistic is the religious message of 
Rosh Hashana that it considers the New Year under the 
aspect of eternity, and brings the House of Israel into 
fellowship with the whole human race. When the sound 
of the Shofar is heard in the crowded congregations, it 
everywhere reminds. worshippers of the Divine Providence 
which overrules all mortal changes, and summons them 
tu pray for the time when all mankind will unite tn the 
service of the One God. Remembrance of the past and 
faith in the future lead to a belief in the redeeming power 
of penitence, prayer, and charity. Nor 1s it any antiquated 
creed which Judajsm thus professes. Never was it more 
evident that the world’s salvation depends upon a change 
of heart which will banish the present materiahstic stan- 
dards; upon moral and spiritual aspirations for a worthier 
life; and upon active love towards our fellow-creatures. 
In the absence of such a vision as Rosh Hashana supplies, 
our own and succeeding generations are doomed to horror 
and destruction. The writing on the wall is clear, and 
the portents, need no labouring. But Judaism, which has 
sustained its followers amid the barbarisms of the past 
and preserved them through the dark terrors of so many 
centuries, will never surrender its God-given confidence in 
the final triumph of righteousness 

rhe New Year messages which we publish from several 
of our religious leaders agree in stressing these fundamental 
aspects of the Festival's meaning Alas, the pastoral 


charge and exhortation which Dr. HERTZ was wont to - 


deliver to an expectant Community at this season will be 
grievously missed. And when the Ten Days reach their 
consummation on Yon? Kippur, another name will be 
added to the illustrious roll of Chief Rabbis whose names 
are recited in our Memorial of the Departed. According 
to a great teacher in Israel, it 1s the praise of rigiteous 
men that, at the hour of their departure from this world, 
they abandon all thought of their own wants and think 
only of the wants of the Community. Towards the close 
of his lifetime, Dr Hertz was mindful of Anglo-Jewry’s 
future needs, and with characteristic . generosity 
bequeathed books and documents tor the use of his 
successor. Such was the example first set by Moses our 
lawgiver, when he prayed for the leader who should 
succeed him: “ Let the Lord, the God of the spirits of all 
flesh, set a man over the congregation, who may go out 
before them,-and who may come in before them, and 
who may fead them out, and who may bring them in; that 
the congregation of the Lord -be not as sheep which have 
no shepherd.” |(May the. coming year speedily see this 
prayer fulfilled for British Jewry! 

Meanwhile, several important congregations, both in 
London and the Provinces, have recently appointed new 
ministers. Great hopes and expectations are entertained 
or their ministry and religious leadership in the perplexing 
times which he ahead of us. Most of them will be making 
themselves Known for the first time to the ‘general body 
of their congregants by their pulpit utterances during this 
Festival. Their words will therefore command particular 
attention and, we are entitled to hope, will be heard in a 
recepuive mood that should .jlead to a quickening of religious 
life in our midst. But scattered myriads of Jewish wor- 
shippers will be assembled neither in regular Synagogues 
nor with their own chosen preachers. Even in this country, 
halls and meeting-places of every kind—often church 
buiidings generously lent by. the authorities of various 
denominations—-—will be pressed into use for the temporary 
accommodation of those who would renew their allegiance 
to their people and God. Would it not be possible to 
follow ep the attenders at such overflow Services, so that 
the embers of their faith might be fanned into more 
permanent flame? It is not unusual to pursue those who 
make charitable offerings—and never did such offerings 
constitute a greater religious obligation, a more compelling 
mitzvah, than at this ume when an appeal is being made 
far the relet of our homeless refugee brethren. But 
i promises tor charity cannot be allowed to remain 
unredeemed, neither should other Jewish commitments. be 
abandoned as mere New Year resolutions. The proposed 
Moral Leadership movement might well undertake the duty 
ol preserving contact throughout the whole year with our 
Holy-day part-timers 


Our prayers are united with those of our brethren in 


many lands. Especially do our thoughts dwell with all 


those who are now suffering such dire agony and distress. 
We shall remember the tortured. survivors of. Nazi 
extermination, the remnants of. war-time. massacre and 
peace-time pogrom: the weary transmigrants on their 
seemingly endless trek; the “ displaced persons ™ still con- 
lined in Belsen and other camps; the “ illegal immigrants ” 
deported to Cyprus. And together with the Yishuv, which 
is enduring such a prolonged and tormented ordeal. we 
shall beseech the Sovereign of the universe to send blessing 
and redemption to the Holy Land. 

Despite the darkness which now surrounds us, we shall 


yet dare to hope for a happy and pleasant year, and pray 
to be inscribed in the book of happy life. Even now our 
fellows are yay torches of light which we must strive 
with them td keep burning ever more brightly. The work 
that was recently begun by the International Conference 
of Christians and Jews calls for our continued support. 
This very week, the World Congress of Faiths, with the 
participation of eminent representatives of every religion, 
has been meeting in London. The forthcoming judgment 
in the Nuremberg Trials may help to vindicate the moral 
foundations of civilisation. The whole of next week, under 
the title of United Nations Week, is being devoted to a 
nation-wide campaign, inaugurated by H.M. THE KING, on 
behalf of that great cause for world peace and understand- 
ing. We feel assured that the appeal for Jewish collabora- 
tion, which is addressed to our readers by DAYAN LAZARUS 
and others, will everywhere receive the most wholehearted 
support. Only by active deeds can the reality of our 
devotion to the Jewish way of life be conclusively proved.

DR. WEIZMANN’S DILEMMA 

As the second weck of the Palestine Conference at Lancaster 
House dragged on, with Mr. Bevin explaining to the Arabs 
that no solution could be envisaged which ignored Jewish 
claims, the Zionists continued to debate whether they could 
join in the discussions, There ts no need to repeat the remark- 
able convolutions of the Agency's negotiations with the 
British Government. It ts sufficient to record that the leading 
members of the Agency now in Europe—notably Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann, Dr. N. Goldmann, Prof..S. Brodetsky, Mr. Bérl 
Locker, and even Mr. Ben Gurion—have been persuaded of 
the desirability of the Agency’s attending the Conference. 
Unfortunately, the situation in Palestine is very different, and 
Mr. Locker has been sent there to try to convince the.remaining 


members of the Agency Executive of the wisdom of supporting - 


the lead given by Dr. Weizmann. While it ts easy to grow 
impatient with the apparently vacillating policy of the Agency, 
it is important not to overlook the surcharged atmosphere in 
which the representatives in Palestine must pursue their 
deliberations. ‘The strange dialectic of party struggle certainly 
makes it difficult for anybody to declare himself openly in 
favour of a compromise. With walls smeared with such 
slogans as “ Down with © Petain’ Weizmann,” and all moderate 
people liable to be denounced as quislings, political party 
leaders: are naturally intimidated and vie with one another in 
their nationalist zeal. Moreover, with violent incidents, shoot- 
ings, and deporting of “ illegal immigrants” occurring almost 
datly, it is obviously difficult to argue in favour of negotiations 
with the British Government. Nevertheless, the position ts most 
unsatisfactory. As we have constantly pointed out: in these 
columns, the problem of. Palestine is the concern of Jewry 
as a whole, and those who. have shown signs of ‘impatience 
at the behaviour of the Agency have been. given ample justifi- 
cation for their attitude. It ts undeniable that a great strain 
is being placed upon the none too robust edifice of Jewish 
solidarity. In these circumstances it is not surprising that some 
people are already asking what would be Dr. Weizmann’s posi- 
tion if unluckily the Zionist Inner Council should finally decide 
not to take part in the Palestine negotiations. Those who 
believe that he would best serve the noble cause to which he 
has. devoted his life by resigning from the Agency should 
remember that if he did so he would deprive the Movement 
of its most outstanding personality. 3 


THE NAME OF JEW 

Protest has before now been made in this journal against 
the coarse traducement of the Jews which is recorded ‘in 
many dictionaries. The latest instance of this is to be found 
under the word “ Jew™ in Odham’s English Dictionary, where 
the verb (colloquial) is defined as “ to cheat, outwit, dupe,” and 
the noun (slang) as “a shamelessly extortionate bargainer.” 
It may be remarked that Messrs. Odham are the publishing 
firm whose reputation was built up by the late Lord Southwood, 
a Jew, universally renowned for his generous and philanthropic 
character. The protests of both Jews and non-Jews against 
this defamation apparently remain unavailing. Lord Reading, 
in the “Life” of his distinguished father, the first Marquis, writes: 
“One of the few occasions on which I remember to have seen 
him really angry was when a guest in his own house inadvert- 
ently used the expression that he had * been Jewed out of ’ some- 
thing.” The shrewd words of George Bernard Shaw in “ Saint 
Joan ” will bear quoting again: “ The Jews generally give value. 
They make you pay; but they deliver the goods. In my 
experience the. men who want something tor nothing are 
invariably Christians.” More profound, however, are the 
Biblical words of Jonah: “ And he said unto them, I am a 
Hebrew; and | fear the Lord, the God of Heaven, which hath 
made the sea and the dry land.” But how often do we find 
nowadays that Jews are credited only with the wrongdoings of 
any of their people and ndét with the virtues of their sons and 
daughters! This month the George Cross was posthumously 
awarded to a Jewish soldier, Captain Latutin. The official 
citation stated; “ The heroism of Captain Laiutin was superb... 
His action was illustrative of the finest degree of British courage 
and a magnificent example of undaunted selflessness.” We have 
not noticed any Press comment commending his heroism as an 
honour to Jewry. Yet here js the true answer to General 
Barker's and others’ repetitions of an offensive calumny.

RELIGIOUS RECONSTRUCTION IN EUROPE 


CONTEMPORANEOUS with the Conferences at the Luxembourg 
Palace, Paris, and Lancaster House, London, there has lately 
been meeting another Conference, less publicised but of vita! 
significance to Jewry. At Paris the Conference on Jewish Edu- 
cational Reconstruction in Europe last week concluded its 
discussion of urgent problems of cultural and religious rehabili- 
tation. It had its origin in the @onference of Jewish Organisa- 
tions which met in London last March, and London is 
to be the headquarters of the new central organisation which 
will be entrusted with the task of carrying its decisions into 
practical effect. The difficulties involved in reviving Jewish 
learning among the enfeebled survivors of European Jewry are 
enormous. But even where our brethren lack the most ele- 
mentary physical comforts, they are making truly heroic efforts 
to preserve their spiritual life from extinction. In many places, 
however, there are no Rabbis or teachers and an entire absence 
of textbooks and educational material. Here is a particular 
challenge to Anglo-Jewry, which possesses the only complete 
educational organisation left in Europe. The responsibility 
has not been shirked, and special credit attaches to the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, American Jewish Committee, and “Alliance” 
for the leading part they have taken in this supremely important 
work. No one will begrudge the temporary setback that must 
be caused to the development of the Central Board for Jewish 
Eduction in this country by the proposed seconding of its 
Director, Dr. Nathan Morris, to the task of setting up the 
new organisation for stricken Continental Jewry. But it seems 
strange that ‘the colleagues who have beén appointed with him 
as the interim executive should include no Rabbi or minister 
of religion: Concern on this point is increased by the vague 
phrasing of the Conference's recommendation that, “ while 
adopting a favourable attitude to Jewish tradition, all Jewish 
trends would be entitled to call on the Central Council for assist- 
ance for personnel, books, and funds.” It was proposed at the 

di 
tion,” but by eight votes to si. the word “ religious” was 
omitted. Further, another proposal to ensure that the 
observance of Shabbat and Kashrut should be obligatory in 
the contemplated schools and centres did not even find 
seconder. But how can this great undertaking hope to succeed 
unless it is built on the sure and certain foundations of 
Traditional Judaism? 


ANTI-SEMITISM THE SMOKE-SCREEN 


Two books recently published, although’by different authors 
and dealing with superficially different topics, are yet linked 
together. to point the one moral. “ Racketeers of Hatred 
by Louis W. Bondy, which was reviewed recently in this paper, 
is built. round the biography of Julius Streicher, the 
arch anti-Semite, at present awaiting’ the verdict at Nurem- 
berg for. the commission of unspeakable crimes. “ This Was 
Oswiecim,” by Dr. Filip. Friedman, is, as its sub-title makes 
clear, ““ The Story of a Murder Camp.” The former, the. more 
substantial of the two books, and well documented by -the 
Deputy Director of the Jewish Central Information Office in 
London, illustrates clearly the spread of the vile disease, of 
anti-Semitism and its permeation into all classes and all strata 
of society in Germany and abroad. Mr. Bondy set himself 
the task also of tracing some of its ramifications and through 
them’ showed how anti-Semitism, no newcomer in world move- 
ments, was linked with Nazism, one of the most recent of them, 
And as the world now knows to its sorrow, Nazism was the 
direct cause of the six years’ war and is universaily recognised 
as a threat to the foundations of society. It is far more than 
a coincidence that the international anti-Semitic movement 3s, 
and always has been, closely connected with local Fascist 
parties, whether those parties are openly Fascist or work unde: 
camouflage. The other book shows, in all its brutal glare, 
one facet of anti-Semitism—the path to wholesale and cold- 
blooded murder which that same Nazism inevitably took. If 
the rulers and peoples of the new, and it is hoped better, 
world that is now coming into existence are wise and far- 
seeing, they. will never forget the grim lessons the last decade 
particularly has taught them. They will watch all anti-Semitic 
and other movements based similarly on irrational prejudices 
closely and be ready to stamp on them vigorously: They will, 


in truth, be conscious of the fact that the anti-Semite of to-da\ 


is the Fascist of- to-morrow, and that his use of Jew-baiting, 
let us never tire of repeating, is the smoke-screen under whose 
cover he will attack and suppress the liberties of all peoples. 


PICTURE OF THE PAST 


Ir is natural at this season to. muse on the passage of time 
and the changes wrought by the years. A picture which we 
publish in this issue takes us back seven centuries to the reign 
of Henry Lil. That medieval monarch issued in 1253 an Edict 
which meant that all Jews then resident in England had to act 
as financial agents for the replenishment of the Roya! 
Exchequer. Hence the opportunity taken by an artist of that 
day, in depicting a meeting between Jesus and Pharisees, to 
draw what appear now to be wealthy English Court Jews and 
several characteristic features of their equipment. Other 
sartorial details represent a fascinating admixture of Anglo- 
Norman and Oriental styles and Talmudic and Papal regula- 
tions. The picture is notable for its lively and vigorous 
delineation, with a freedom from caricature. It affords an 
admirable example of the light that may be shed on the past 
by modern historical research. Our contributor, who dis- 
covered this drawing in the “ Paris Apocalypse,” ascribes it 
to an artist of the famous Matthew Paris school of illumina- 
tors of St. Albans. He gives reasons for assigning to it a date 
earlier than 1255 which would make it the earliest known 
picture of English Jews. Its depiction of Anglo-Jewish life a 
generation before the Expulsion under Edward I gives even the 
layman in such matters opportunity for thoughtful meditation 
on several facets of Jewish history.

Co-operation Between Christians 
and Jews 


By the Rev. William W. Simpson 


Not many days ago I was reminded, in the 
course of a discussion with a Rabbinic student, 
that Hebrew Knows only two tenses—a past and a 
future. The present is simply that moment of time 
in which! we stand, poised between yesterday and 
to-morrow, secking--if we are wise—so to under- 
stand the one that we may rightly approach the 
other. 

The recent International Conference of Christians 
and Jews has already been accorded generous treal- 
ment in these columns. For all that. it seems 
appropriate that in the midst of the New Year cele- 
brations, with all their solemn associations of 
retrospect and praspect, we should look back for 
a few moments to what many believe to have been 
one of the most significant happenings of the year 
just ended, and forward to some of its implications 
for the future. 

Ihe suggestion that such a Conference might be 
held. at an early date in the post-war world was 
first made about two years ago by the American 
Conference of Christians and Jews in a letter 
addressed to the Cougceil of Christians and Jews in 
this country. This inquiry was prompted less by 
the thought that such a Conference would need ta 
concern itself with the probicm of. antuu-Semitism 
than by the belief that Christians and Jews, on the 
basis of their common convictions, would have an 
important contribution to make to the world-wide 
task of repairing the ravage of the Nazi attack on 
those ideals and values which are essential to 
human order, it was in this sense that the 
sugecstion was welcomed here, and it was with’this 
in view that the theme of the Conference was 
defined terms of Freedom. Justice, and 
Responsibility. 


Fundamental Postulates 


[he violation of. Freedom and Justice had- 


brought terrible disasters upon the whole human 
The restitution of ‘these fundamental 
human values must necessarily involve a restate- 
ment of their. rmplications and the acceptance of 
the responsibilities inherent in their true enjoyment. 
It would involve also a re-examination of those 
fundamental postulates of Judaism and Christianity 
upon which all hopes of securing a just and lasting 
peace depend. And finally, plans would need tb be 
prepared tor interpreting these ideas and ideals to 
the rank-and-file members of the community, and 
for their translation into effective action 

Ihe need for just such a Conference as this 
became increasingly obvious as the time for Hs 
inauguration drew nearer. The pheht of European 
Jewry, growing tension and the outburst of 
terrorism in the Near East, and a marked increase 
of anti-Jewish feeling m other parts of the world 
were all serious enough in themselves. Stull more 
serious was the fact that these particular issues 
were but a crystallisation of the total problems of 
mankind. Thus, for example, the persecution of 
Jews could not be properly isolated from the perse- 
cution of Roman Catholics in Eastern BPurope and 
of other religious and political groups in different 
parts of the world. If one member suffers, all the 
members suffer, and the pomson which affects the 
System aft one point 1s bound sooner or later to 
endanger the health: of the whole body 

It was, therefore, mm the atmosphere of a tense 
and extremely complicated international s:tuation 
that the Conference assembled in Oxford on July 
40) The results of its discussions, already 
summarised, will shortly be available in a more 
detailed form, and will, l hope, be given the caretu! 
attention they deserve. The immediate purpose of 
this article is to offer a purely personal estimate of 
the most important aspects of the Conference and 
its findings, particularly from the point of view of 
the future developments of its work. 


Remarkable Degree of nanimity 


First of all, then, I would Stress the fact that 
the Conference was in itself a remarkable embodi- 
ment of.the issues it was convened to cqnsider. The 
recognition and acceptance-not merely of different 
points of view but of different ways of life, as, 
for example, in matters of worship andthe 
observance of.the dietary laws, had a_ unifying 
rather than a diversive effect There was at all 
times an evident desire to do justice to the varying 
points of vrew. There was an equally ready 
acceptance of the limitations and the responsibilities 
inherent in such a desire, with the result that a 
remarkable degree of unanimity was achieved. In 
this connection, too, H is important to mention the 
valuable contribution made by the younger mem- 
bers of the Conference. who worked all hours of 
the day and night, and both by their independeni 
contributions and by their participation the 
general discussions were’ a constant reminder of the 
important part which youth must play in the 
rebuilding of our shattered world. 

\nd secondly, there were the two major practical 
recommendations of the Conference. These were 
that we should set up without delay an emergency 
committee to work at the problem of anti-Semitism 
in Europe, and that we should build up an_ Inter- 
national Council of Christians and Jews Pre- 
liminary steps in both these directions have already 
been taken. 

At-a meeting of a Continuation Committee 
appointed by the Conference and subsequently con- 
vened in London, K was agreed to hold a small 
working conference of not more than 40 persons 
as widely representative as possible of all sections 
of European life to assess the economic, political, 
and social causes of the present growth of anti- 
Semitism in. Europe, to obtain information with 
regard to organisations and individuals. already 
active in combating this tendency, and finally to 
consider ways in which such efforts can be made 
more effective, and in particular to advise on the 
kind of materials needed m the way of hterature 
and publications for use both by Jews and non- 
Jews. It is hoped that this Conference will take 
place im Switzeriand at an early date.

EARLIEST PICTURE OF ENGLISH JEWS ? 
Drawing of the Matthew Paris School 


At the Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibition at the 
Royal Albert Hall in 1887, the public were shown 
for the first time the carliest known caricature-like 
portrait of a medieval English Jew—Aaron of 
Colchester—on the Forest Roll of Essex, dated 
1277. <A second caricature, representing Isaac of 
Norwich, Mosse Mok, and Avegay, a Jewess. was 
published in photochrome in the catalogue of the 
exhibition. No representational pictures of pre- 
expulsion English Jews have been known so far. 

But I believe | have found what must be the 
first drawings made of three English Jews, by 
an artist of the famous Matthew Paris school of 
illuminators of St. Albans 

After a lecture I attended by Dr. Cecil Roth on 
“Jews of Oxford in the 13th Century,” I tried to

The speaker supports himself with a wooden 
crutch which has a handle of metal or ivory, shaped 
ike an axe. He seems to use this support less on 
account of physical disability than as a useful

Some weeks later, when engaged on. other 
research, I discovered the same type of take helmet 
in an illumination in the “ Paris Apocalypse.” . The 
picture represents “ Jesus and the Pharisees “ (or 
town Jews) Ihe three Jews are dressed in what 
| think is exceptionally advanced medieval Style 
In earlier manuscripts they are generally shown, as 
Jesus -is. in garments of Byzantine fashidn The 
detached hood, ornate felt hat, exquisitely s oe 
pointed and decorated shoes, and the genicel effect 
of the gloves must have appeared as highly pro- 
gressive to the Anglo-Normans of the Lith century, 
and there is little doubt that the artist must have 
pictured: some eminent Enghsh Court Jews with 
whom he might have come in contact at Canter- 
bury. at the Court of Henry Ul, or at the Domus 
Conversorum, the then headquarters of the Mission 
to the Jews. 

For simplicity’s sake I shall refer to these English 
“ Pharisees " as “ the speaker’ for the man ‘with 
the crutch, “ the adviser” for the second man, and 
“the man- with the hood.” for the third 

All three wear? in accordance with the precepts 
of the Talmud. and contrary to the lege-free regula- 
tions of the: Royal Court, a close-fitting linen tunic 
under the outer mantic, which is semi-siceved, 
Woollen garments were worn by the. ordinary 
Anglo-Norman at that time, which proves that our 
three Jews belonged to the wealthy class. And in 
fact they had to, since the Edict of Henry IIT of 1253 
proclaimed: “ No Jew may remain in England 
unless he do the King service,” and from the hour 
of his birth every Jew, whether male or female, 
was to serve him in some way Thus (see Cecil 
Roth's “ Jewish Contributions to Civilisation 
medieval England, the Jews. were invariably.

There is no doubt that our three Jewish friends 
were aware of the Edict of Pope Innocent Ul, of 
1215.. that a cap had to be “worn by every Jew. 
But it appears that at the time of the artist's con- 
tact with the Jews the resiricuuons were not yet so 
strict and the mass-produced Jew hats we see on 
French and German miniatures of the same period 
had not. yet been imported into England 

Matthew Paris died in 1259: the bloody persecu- 
tions of the Jews started in 1255: and in the heght 
of the arguments stated above, the picture must 
have been drawn before 1255 It ws of mterest 
to add that the two tablets of stone, the Enelish 
equivalent of a Jew-badge, was not introduced 
before 1279 (see Abrahams Jewish Life 

Finally, we may observe that the features of the 
Jews in our prciure are pronoun ed. but the artist 
has not succumbed to the temptamon to turn them 
into caricatures Heinz Kipwe.

recommendations, it was agreed to invite the various 
national ‘Councils. Conferences, and Societies. of 
Christians and Jews represented at Oxford to 
appoint delegates to a Provisional International 
Counci! of Christians and Jews, pending the com- 
piction of arrangements for the setting up of a 
permanent body. Detailed plans for such an 
organisation have still to be worked out, but im 
broad outline its purposes will be to seck co-opera- 
won amongsi ( hristians and Jews throughout the 
world in social. and cultural activities directed 
towards the elimination of antagonisms Arising 
from group tensions of a religious and racial 
character. To this end the International Council, 
when it is constituted, will encourage and develop 
research in connection with racial and religious 
relationships and will seek at all times and through 
alt appropriate agencies to further juStice,. amity, 
and understanding among Christians and Jews and 
other persons of religious taith. 

We are left, therefore, with a short and a long- 
range task of the utmost importance, not merely 
for Christians and Jews, but, as many believe, for 


mankind as a whole. An essential preliminary to 
the successful prosecution of this tremendous task 
must be the strengthening of the varrous national 
groups of Christians and Jews and the expansion 
of their influence. the need for this, great as it is 
in other. countries, = nowhere more urgent than 
in our. own. where the Council of Christians and 
Jews is still only at the beginning of its work. 
During the coming winter .we shall make every 
effort in..our power to strengthen its resources and 
to extend its mfluence In doing so we look to 
the interest and support of a vast number of men 
and women. of good will in all sections of our 
national life 

This is not an enterprise lightly taken in hand 
lt i founded upon the common convicuion of 
Christian and Jew that God is the Creator and 
Lord of the Universe and the Father of all human 
beings, that in. their relation to Him and their 
acknowledgment of His authority is the only 
secure bond which can unite them even amid 
division and conflict. and that im thew response to 
Him as He makes Himself known in His wisdom 
and tiis goodness 1s the basic motive for all ethical 
conduct.

LABOUR PARTY BETRAYAL 


Manchester Forum Discussion 
{From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER| 


Sguadron-Leader S. Segal, M.P. for Preston, 
addressing the first meeting of the Manchester 
Jewish Forum's winter session on the “ Palestine 
Situation.” declared that within three or fou 
months of the Labour Party coming into ofhce 
the Jewish people saw that they were being 
betrayed 

The impression he had got from members of the 
Government was “the Jews ‘have already waited 
two thousand years; why can't they wait a little 
longer 

‘Over and over again they say that Palestine 
must fit into the whole framework of the Middie 
East. policy. the deliberate policy of the 
Government to push thé’ Jewish people to the back 
of the queuc,” said Dr. Segal. 

Dr. Sewal described the hatred for the British 
Government which was felt by the Jews of Palestine 
to-day, and said he felt that this hatred was 
justified 

During the discussion which followed Dr. Segal’s 
speech, it was suggested by Mr. G. Abrahams that 
all the Jewish members of Parliament should 
resign as a sign of their disagreement with the 
Government over their Palestine policy—a _  sug- 
gestion which Dr. Segal dismissed as impracticable

Mr. Harold Soref addressed the Brixton Jewish 
th ( entre al the Svnagorguc Mi mortal Hall, 
Eifra Road, S.W.2,. on.“ The Anglo-Jewish 
Association and Current Jewish Probiems Mi 
Ivan Lask presided. . 

Ihe speaker, who has recently returned from 
Paris. where he was a delegate of the AJA. at 
the. Conference of Jewish Organisaucns, com- 
mented on the unanimity of the decisions reached 


by the various bodies, although on occasions they 


had -to stretch their principles in order to‘lorm a 
united front. There was, he said, a welcome 
freedom. from ideological approach: and each 
cauestion was treated on. its. own merrts. 

Referring to the sympathy and apathy with which 
he Jewish case had. been received, Mr. Soret 
emphasised that what littl results had been 
ichieved ‘in Paris were entirely due to the support 
and interest of the British Government; no other 
nation had evinced active concern. Apart from the 
technical difficulties of inserting the suggested 
Jewish amendments, the speaker maintained that 
they were unduly voluminous and that the ume 
factor had been against them: Jewish prestige was 
it 4 pathetically low ebb and they had been seekin 
the improbable. Moderation and pruning, he said, 
would have been more effective. 

On Palestine, he said that while they all recog- 
nised the primacy of the Jewish Agency where 
Negotiations with the Government were concerned, 
the views of the Anglo-JeWish. Community must 
be expressed independently. This the Anglo-Jewish 
Association had tried to do, but he felt that the 
Board of Deputies, under its present leadership. 
had abdicated its duty in-this respect by proclaim- 
me self a satellite of “the Jewish Agency. 

Ailuding to the D.P.s and immigration, he 
stressed the need for Britain, the Americas, and 
specially the British Dominions to accept several 
hundreds of thousands of Jews. at present living 
totally . inadequately in Europe. This~ problem 
would have to be accepted on a world basis..

WORLD REFUGEE 
ORGANISATION’S TASKS 
Surope’s 1,000,000 D.P.s 


The quickest possible establishment of the Inter- 
national Refugee Organisation—-successor to Unrra 
for D.P. work-—-was urged by Mr. Martin (Canada) 
at Uno’s Economic and Social Council meeting in 
New York last .week. Mr. Martin agreed with 
previous. speakers who had maintained that the 
first task of the lro was to repatriate all’ D.P.s. 
With regard to the resettlement of refugees, he said 
that Canada would support. the Lro, provided its 


‘budget was checked and proved to be economical. 


Canada would make certain reservations regarding 
immigration. quotas, but would not imsist on her 
traditronal quota policy 

Sefior Belt (Cuba) strongly supported the pro- 
posal that reparations shoulkd be used tor the care 
of refugees He favoured voluntary rather than 
compulsory membership of lro. 

M_ Medved (Ukraine) reiterated the charge that 
the presence of traitors and war criminals in dis- 
placed persons camps constituted the main obstacie 
to the continuation of repatriation. He urged that 
the campaign of misieading propaganda against 
repatriation should be stopped. 

At a meeting of the Refugees Sub-Committee, 
of which Mr. Martin is Chairman, the Lebanese 
delegate, M. Mahk, introduced a proposal that in 
mandated territories not only the Administration 
but also the local people should be consulted 
regarding the bringing in of refugees. The proposal 
was defeated 

The Committée adopted British amendment 
whereby refugees would enjoy the protection of 
Iro until their resettlement was “ effectively com- 
pleted.”’ The refugees would thus have legal pro- 
tection during the period until they acquire a new 
citizenship. This recommendation now goes belore 
the Economic and Social Council. 

Meanwhile, in London, the European Commitice 
of the Council of Unrra has also been mecting. 
It was emphasised that the Administration would 
do ail m us power to complete shipment of its 
programme of supplies by the end of 1946, but if 
the shipments should be delayed the Administration 
was authorised to arrange for procurement and 
delivery of supplies after the end of 1946 if 
necessary 


In Europe itself, Unrra staff in the D.P. camps 


is being rapidly reduced. Orders have been 
that the “ D.P. staff " must be reduced to 
by November Ihe number of officials on * 
operation. has already been cut from 5,372 to 4. 

According to an estimate by Mr. LaGu 
Director-General of Unrra, it will take thre. »: 
io repatriate or resettle the 1,000,000 D.Ps 
Furope. According to his figures, 830,000 o! 
were in Unrra camps, and some 200,000 elsew! 
Staung that he was. making changes becaus 
had found conditions he did not like during 
European tour, he added: “I found opirio 
views in the highest levels of . military autho 
concerning these people that are disturbing 
alarming.

Ihe London Social Committec, in one sinel 
year during the war... raised no less than £10.000
